Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the Invention was patented or described In a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Silverbrook et al. (US Patent 6,447,1 13). 

Regarding claim 1 , Silverbrook et al. teaches a body complementary to a 
removable inkjet cartridge (32) of a type having a page width print head (142,143) and 
an ink supply (Column 36, Line 59), a data connection point fast with the body for 
receiving data signals defining images for printing from an external data source (Column 
6, Line s50-60 , Column 31, Lines 47-52, Figure 8A, elements 80,82,86,Table 33 and 
many reference made throughout prior art) and a processor (181) coupled to the data 
connection point and arranged to operate the page width print head in response to the 
data signals to print said images (Column 6, Lines 57-60, Column 32, Lines 14-19 and 
many reference made throughout prior art). 

Regarding claim 2, Silverbrook et al. teaches wherein the body defines a recess 
to receive the removable inkjet cartridge (32).

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Regarding claim 3, Silverbrook et al. teaches a power connection point for 
receiving operative power from an external power source (Column 9, Lines 32-45 and 
Column 11, Line 20).
